Information Disclosure Statement 

1. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4/16/2004 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1, 3, 4, 5, 6, 8, 9, 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Portner et al (4360019). Portner et al discloses an injection device (10) 
comprising a capacitor as an energy storage device (col 9, Ins 13-17; Fig 5); the at least 
one capacitor is a duplex capacitor (col 10, Ins 46-49); a DC/DC converter operably 
coupled to the at least one capacitor (col 9, Ins 13-17); the at least one capacitor is 
adapted be charged inductively (col 8, Ins 30-35; col 8, Ins 62-65); a processor (129; col 
1 1 , Ins 18-43); a charge indicator being a voltmeter operably coupled to the capacitor 
(col 1 1 , Ins 22-29; Fig 5); and at least one of a memory (129) and a signal output device 
(col 1 1; Ins 22-29), said at least one of the memory and the signal output device 
supplied with current from the at least one capacitor (Fig 5). 

6. Claims 1 , 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Haller et 
al (6048328). Haller et al discloses an injection device comprising a capacitor as an 
energy storage device for performing at least one injection wherein the at least one 
capacitor is a gold capacitor (Fig 5; col 5; Ins 63-66). 

7. Claims 1, 7, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Yamazaki (6264634). Yamazaki discloses an injection device (Fig 2) comprising a 
capacitor (33) as an energy storage device for performing at least one injection; and a 
threshold value detector (40) operably coupled to the at least one capacitor to detect a 
predetermined minimum voltage which is the amount of energy at least one injection 
consumes (col 7, Ins 53-64; col 8, Ins 22-28); the at least one capacitor is adapted be 
charged inductively (col 5, In 63-col 6, Ins 9; Fig 14A).
